Pedicularis yalungensis Yamazaki, sp. nov. (Ser. Perpusillae). 

Herba perennis, siccate nigrescens, cum floribus 3-4 cm alta. Rhizoma breve 
ramosa, radiculas subcarnosas emittens. Caules fasciculati, 2-3 cm longi, glabri, 
collo petiolis siccis annotinis praedito. Folia plerumque basalia; petioli 1-2 cm 
longi, margine sparse patente pilosi; laminae anguste lanceolatae, 1-2 cm longae, 
2-4 mm latae, superne glabresentes, subtus albo-furfurosae, margine sparse 
patente pilosae, pinnatisectae, segmentis utrinque 6-8, late ovatis, margine 
minute dentatis, dentibus reflexis. Folia caulina superiora sparsa, alterna, monira. 
Flores axillares, longi-pedicellati, pedicellis gracilibus, 1.5-2.3 cm longis, sparse 
patente pilosis. Calyx urceolato-tubulosus, membranaceous, 9-10 mm longus, 4- 
5 mm latus, patente longi-pilosus, antice leviter fissus, nervis irregularibus circ. 
5, nervulis laxe reticulatis, apice 5-dentatus, dente postico minimo, oblongo, circ. 
1mm longo, 4 lateralibus late ovatis, leviter trilobatis, 1.5-2 mm longis, reflexo- 
denticulatis, margine ciliatis. Corolla purpurea (ex siccate specimini), 2.5-3 cm 
longa, extus glabra, tubo recto cylindrico, 1.5-2 cm longo, circ. 1mm lato; 
galea parte verticali brevis, 4 mm supra basin incurva, margine antica basi 
denticulata, parte antherigera circ. 4 mm longa, 3 mm lata, antice in rostrum 
tenue, circ. 5 mm longum, apice leviter bilobum sensim abeuntia; labium infer- 
iore magnum, circ. 15 mm longum 20 mm latum, margine minute undulato- 
denticulatum, 3-lobatum, lobo medio minimo, orbiculato, circ. 5 mm longo, 7 mm 
lato, lobis lateralibus oblique ellipticis, circ. 5 mm longis, 12 mm latis. Stamina 
4, omnibus longe lanatis. Capsula oblique ellipsoidea, 11-14 mm longa, 5 mm 
lata, apice acuminata, calyce superans.

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This species belongs to the seris Perpusillae. The species of this series 
are characterized by leaves alternate and fasciculate on short stems, pedicels 
slender 2-6 times as long as the calyx, corolla-tube slender 2-3 times as long 
as the calyx, galea slenderly rostrate, rostrum straight or slightly arcuate not 
circulate. This series differs from the related series Albiflorae by slender short 
stems and leaves fasciculate at base. Pedicularis yalungensis is near to P. 
taylaiana Tsoong of S. E. Tibet, but differs by leaves with 6-8 segments in 
each side, pedicels sparsely and spreadingly pilose all over not bifariously, and 
calyx with eglandular and long-pilose hairs.
